idential nomination. It is anticipated 
that the election of delegates to the 
Baitimore convention will not be reach. 
ed for several hours. 

First Skirmish for Wilson. 

Supporters of Governor Woodrow 
Wilson won in the first skirmish on 
the floor of the democratic state con- 
vention. The test came in deciding 
the method of selecting the various 
committees, Adherents of. Speaker 
Champ Clark and Governor Judgon 
Harmon, of Ohio, suggested that the 
representation be. by counties, while 
the Wilson men demanded representa- 
tion by judicial districts. The motion 
came first from the Clark forces, but

In Opinion of Anti-Roosevelt 
Men the Colonel’s Speech 
‘Has Killed His Candidacy. 
Overman and Bacon Don’t 
Like Roosevelt’ Doctrines.

Washington, February 22.—Colonel 
Roosevelt, by his extremely radical 
speech at Columbus on yesterday, has 
sprung forward as the leader of the 
ultra radical wing of the republican 
party, leaving even some who called 
themselves progressives hopelessly be- 
hind the procession. 

In the opinion of the) supporters of 
President Taft, Mr. Roosevelt has kill- 
ed his candidacy, of whieh definite an- 
nouncement will be made Monday. 

Mr. Taft will reply in/a kindly vein 
to the speech of his bre) ecessor in of- 
fice. 

Mr. Roosevelt aimed straight at the 
president when he declareg that some 
“eminent lawyers” declared that the 
American people were not fitte@ for 
self-government. 

Mr. Taft, at New York on Lincoln's 
birthday, said he did not believe all 
the people were fitted for self-govern- 
ment. He is unalterably against the 
initiative and the*referendum and the 
judicial recall. 

“Kind Words” Taft's Pian. 


Mr. Roosevelt can have battle with 
the administration on this ground, but 
the fighting will not be pressed from 
the Taft side. “Kind words only” still 
appears to be the administration battle 
cry. 

Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, was 
reported in today’s papers as having 
let it be known that he would support 
his old friend. But today it was said 
that the radicalism of the ,Columbus 
speech quite took his breath away. 

Senator Lodge has no faith in the 
recall or the initiative and referendum. 
He brilliantly attacked these principles 
in a speech delivered in North Carolina 
last November. 

Senator Overman, democrat, of North 
Carolina, said the Roosevelt speech was 
so extremely radical he doubted if the 
rank and file of the progressives would 
catch up with their new leader within 
the next decade. 

“It proposes a mobocracy in place of 
democracy,” said Mr. Overman. “He 
out-Herods Herod (meaning La Fol- 
lette) in the assertion of -new and 
fanatical doctrines. The speech is 
startling in its sensationalism.” 


Senator Bacon, democrat, of Georgia, 
sald he did not believe the doctrines 
espoused by Mr. Roosevelt would ap- 
peal to any considerable element’in the 
republican party, and that the platform 
of principles had put its author ef- 
fectually out of the way of the regular 
republican nomination.

The commission has not entered into 
any contract with Mr. Riggs regard- 
ing this work, but merely wired to 
ask if he could come to Atlanta at his 
own expense for a conference to be 
held largely with a view to determin- 
ing the cost of the work. 

The commission has only $6,000 with 
which to make the appraisal of the 
company’s properties and an expert 
audit of its books. s*rhe commission 
wants to determine whether the work 
can be done for thar._money, and will 
confer first with the appraisal expert 
before taking up the matter of the 
audit. 

Tt practicaliy settled that the 
matter of street car fares will be be- 
fore the commission at the same time 
with the electric light and power prob- 
lem, and it is expected the board will 
seek to ascertain the cost of covering 
the entire work at the same time.

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Bardwell, Ky., February 22.—After a 
second mob, bent on lynching. William 
Richardson, alleged slayer of James 
Violet at Milburn, Ky., Saturday night, 
had been successfully eluded today, 
Circuit Judge Sandridge, before whom 
Richardson will be tried here tomor- 
row, requested Governor McCreary for 
troops to protect the prisoner, and was 
notified tonight that a company from 
EKarlington has been ordered here to- 
morrow morning.

The notification given by the Colom- 
bian government today says that Gen- 
eral Ospina is “separated’’ from his 
post at Washington and that the inci- 
dent between Colombia and the United 
States is thus closed. 

Colombia, it continues, will 
tain her international policy. 

Not Requested By United Stats. 

Washington, February 22.—The only 
concern of the State Department on 
being informed of the recall of_ the 
Columbian minister was that it should 
be thoroughly understood that the de- 
partment had not rectly nor indi- 
rectly suggested this course, which con- 
sequently appears to have been purely 
voluntary on the part of the Colombian 
government. 

The department has consistently re- 
garded Mr. Ospina’s utterances as 
purely personal, thereby accepting his 
own definition of his note, and as he 
had been invited to express his opin- 
ion as to the expediency of Secretary 
Knox’s visit there could be no official 
ground for complaint on the part of 
the department. But apparently it was 
quite another matter with the Colom- 
bian government. 

It is not expected that Minister Os- 
pina’s recall will in any way affect the 
status of Mr. Dubois, the American 
minister to Colombia who is said to 
have established very cordial and 
satisfactorv relations with the Colom- 
bian government.

And on Magazines Taft Makes 
a Piea to Congress 


‘President Thinks That _ the 
' Rate on Second-Class Mat- 
ter Should Be _ Increased 
From 1 to 2 Cents a 


Pound. 


Taft today approved and forwarded to 
congress the report of the commis- 


recommending that the postal rate on 
magazines and newspapers be raised 
from 1 cent to 2 cents a pound. J 

Postmaster General Hitchcock orig- 
inally recommended a 4-cent rate, but 
later changed this to 2. The conimis- 
sion finds that the cost of handling sec” 
ond-class matter is about 5 1-2 cents a 
pound. In approving the 2-cent rate, 
however, President Taft declares that 
the business enterprise of the publish- 
ers of periodicals have been built up 
on the basis of the l-cent rate, and 
therefore it would be manifestly un- 
fair to put into immediate effect a 
large increase in postage. 

As to the effect of the proposed in- 
crease from 1 to 2 cents a pound Pres- 
ident Taft quotes from the report of 
the postal comm eion the following 
paragraph: 

“Such an increase qill not, in the 
opinion of the commission, bring dis- 
tress upon the publishers of news- 
papers and periodicals, or scriously in- 
terfere with the disseminatior of use- 
ful news or in.aormation. A reasonable 
time should be aliowed after the rate 
is fixed, before it is put into effect. 
While the news rate. will be very far 
from compensating the government for 
the carriage and handling ot second- 
class matter, it will to some extent re- 
lieve the existing burden and result in 
a more equitable adjustment of rates.” 

That newspapers and magazines 
have been potent agencies for the dis- 
semination of public intelligence and 
consequently have borne a worthy part 
in the development of i.e country, Mr. 
Taft says. all must admit. : 


Goes Into History. 


“But,” he adds, “it is likewise truce 
that tue original purpose of congress 
in providing for them a subvention by 
way of nominal postal charges in con- 
sideration of their value as mediums 
of public information ought not to pre- 
vent an increase, because they are now 
not only educational but highly profit- 
able. There is no werrant for the 
great disparity between existing post- 
age rates on periodicals and the cost 
of the service the government  per- 
forms for them. The aggregate postal 
revenues for the fiscal year 1911 were 
$237,879,823.00 derived mainly from the 
postage collected on the four classes 
of mail matter. It is carefully estimat- 
ed by the postoffice department tnat 
the revenue derived from mail matter 
of the first class is approximately 1 1-2 
times the cost of handting and ¢Gar- 
riage; that the returns from thirc and 
fourth class matter are s.:ghtly in ex- 
cess of their cost of handling and car- 
riage; and that while second class 
matter embraces over 65 per cent of 
the entire weight of all i.e mail. car- 
ried, it, nevertheless, ylelds little more 
than 5 per cent of the postal revenues. 

The postal commission on second 
Class matter was appointed by Presi- 
dent Taft following the controversy 
caused by the postimaster general's ori- 
ginal recommendations for the in- 
crease in rates. The matter was taken 
up by magazine publishers before com- 
mittee of congress and a sharp Issue 
was raised as to the correctness of the 
postoffice department's figures. Con- 
gress finally passed a joint resolution 
authorizing the appointment of the 
commission which was made up of 
Justice Charles E. Hughes, of the. su- 
preme court; President A Lawrence 
Lowell, of Harvard university, and 
Harry A. Wheeler, president of the 
Chicago Association of Commerce. 


Postal Commission. 


“The findings of tne commission” 
Says the president, “confirm the view 
that the cost of hanu..ng and trans- 
porting second-class mail matter is 
greatly in excess of the postage paid, 
and that an increase in the rate i§ not 
Only justified by the facts, but is de- 
Sirable. 

“The postal service is now for the 

first time in years operated upon a 
self-sustaining basis, and in my judg- 
ment this is a wise policy; but itt 
should not be carried out at tne ex- 
pense of certain classes of mai. matter 
that pay revenue largely in excess of 
their cost. It is not just that some 
Classes of mail should be exorbitantly 
taxed to meet a deficiency caused by 
other classes, the revenue from which 
is much below their cost of handling 
and carriage. Where such inaqualities 
exist tuey should be removed as early 
as practicable.

[I believe, to most reasonable and 
if sufficient time is allowed before the 
change goes into effect it should work 
little serious injury to .oe business of 
the periodical publishers, while equal- 
izing at least in a measure, the bur- 
dens of postal taxation.”

Memphis, Tenn., February 2.—Sam- 
uel Miller, who was corivicted of the 
murder of his wife, Mrs. Gussie Mil- 
ler, on Thanksgiving day, 1902, here, 
and who escaped from the Madison 
county jail at Jackson, Tenn. the 
night of May 28, 1903, has been arrest- 
ed at Oakland, Cal., according to ad- 
vices made public here, today.

former President Diaz. Whatever may be charged against 
the latter in the last years of his administration, it cannot be denied 
tliat he redeemed Mexico from bankruptcy and brigandage and gave 
her a position respected among world-powers. 

The trouble with Diaz is that his life work began too late. Had 
it been possible for him to maintain, during the last years of his 
administration, the intuitive mind and the popular strength with 
which he set about his task, he would have realized the necessity 
for training the people in self-government, would have seen the 
anomaly of what was essentially a monarchical government in a 
democratic age.

After four set speeches, resolutions 
were read in support of the nationalist 
proposals for the total exclusion of 
Americans of Jewish faith from Russia 
and for tariff reprisals. These pro- 
posals were introduced in the duma 
December 27. According to their terms 
the customs duties are to be raised 
100 per cent in certain cases. 

Declarations of speakers deprecating 
Jewish influence in the United States 
which, it is alleged, was responsible 
for the attempt to meddle in Russian 
internal affairs, and ayvowing the de- 
termination of Russians to be their 
own masters within their own doors, 
elicited some applause. In other re- 
spects the speeches merely reviewed 
what has been sald before. A big map 
showing the irrigated and _ irrigable 
sections of Turkestan was displayed on 
the platform as showing the possibility 
of dispensing with American cotton. 

Count Vladimir Bobrinsky, president 
of the constitutional conservative par- 
ty and prominent in the duma, said in 
this coffmection: “We may come to bless 
the day when President Taft abrogated 
the treaty.” 

Other speakers made friendly refer- 
ence to the qualities of the American 
people, and all attempted to explain 
how the Jews had taken advantage of 
the exigencies of the situation with 
the elections near at hand.

PROBLEM OF LAND 
CAUSES DIVISION 


Prison Commmission Is Split 
As to Important Policy, 


Captain Wiley Williams of the state 
prison commission, takesB issue with 
the two other members of the board 
regarding the proposed. purchase of 
more land adjacent to the state farm 
near Milledgeville, in order to put the 
idle convicts detained there at work, 

In brief interviews which were. quot- 
ed in The Constitution, Chairman R, E. 
Davison and Commissioner T. E. Pat- 
terson stated they felt it necessary to 
secure more land adjacent to the state 
farm, because the state has not now 
sufficient land to Keep all of the 600 
convicts detained there busy. 

Captain Williams thinks that would 
be an expensive proposition. He says 
the state farm costs more now than 
the state gets out of it, and he favors 
the purchase of a farm in some other 
section of the state upon which ali of 
the white convicts, both felony and 
misdemeanor, should be placed. . The 
purchase of .such a farm was agitated 
som@ time ago, but fell through be- 
caus! of the differences of opinion of 
state officials. 

What Captain Williams Says. 

In regard to the proposal to .get 
more land near the present state farm. 
Commissioner Williams said: 

“T see The. Constitution quoted the 
prison.commission, or rather a: ma- 
jority of the board, as saying we 
either ought to buy or rent more land 
near the state farm to place some of 
the idle men at the farm on, , 

“T dislike to disagree with the ma- 
jority of the board on this matter,” 
continued Captain Williams, “but I 
certainly do not agree with any such 
idea. There may be too many men at 
the farm, but half of them are crip- 
ples and are not able to do much work, 
and the state has already 4,000 acres 
of land there, all but a few acres 
cleared, taht has cost more for years 
than the income from it, 

“If we are to buy more land, let the 
state buy another farm in another sec- 
tion of the state, and put every white 
convict that is owned by the common- 
wealth on it—both felony convicts ana 
misdemeanors. 

Separate the Races, 

“Ever since Il have been on the 
prison board [ pave always thought it 
was wrong to® put white men close 
to negroes; and I have always thought, 
and still think, that.an entirely: sep- 
arate farm ought to be bought for the 
white men and white women. 

“Go over to the farm and go out to 
the new tuberculosis hospital; whites 
are in half of the building and 
negroes in the other half, It is a 
nasty Sight. It is true walls separate 
the sleeping quarters, but the same 
roof covers them all, and the white 
mem ought not only to be taken out of 
the building and put in a building to 
themselves, but every white man ought 
to be put on a farm far removed from 
the negro convicts. 

“There is no doubt that judges sen- 
tence some prisoners to the state farm 
that ought not to be there, but ought to 
be on the public roads; but I admit 
that in°my opinion, some are also sent 
to the farm by the prison commission 
that should not be sent there, but put 
on the roads. 

“No, I am against adding to the 
present state farm, and every one who 
knows anything about the land and 
hills and washes, and what it has cost 
the state, will agree with me that: the 
state should buy an entirely separate 
farm and put every white convict in 
Georgia on #.”

Salvation Army Leader in 
Dramatic Recital 


‘My God, my God, remember me this 
once!” 

The cry, uttered ‘ low, anguished 
tones from a woman’s voice, sounded 
distinctly through the Baptist Taber- 
nacie last night.

When she 
speaks, however, her appearance is 
forgotten; all is lost sight of save 
those compelling, poignant notes of 
sorrow, suspense, terror, relief or joy 
ringing through the house. It is no 
exaggeration to say that Miss Booth 
compares favorably with any emo- 
tional actress who has appeared at a 
local playhouse this season. She is 
more than an actress, however, for 
she is expressing what is living actu- 
ality to her, the mission of her life. 
There is stamped on her every word 
the genuineness of her appeal to men 
and women. 

A large audience listened in hushed 
silence to her, address, following her 
movements about the Tabernacle pul- 
pit as she extended her aris, knelt, 
or stood erect during the course of her 
speech. 

The latter dealt with the only way 
to God; the way of a broken and con- 
trite heart.

| Democratic Leader Pledds for 
Sane and Temperate Legislation 
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Alabamian Discusses Present 
Day Problem Before Society 
of the Cincinnati—He Thinks 
Example Set by Washington 
Should Be Followed. 


Philadelphia, February 22.—Con- 
gresgman Oscar W. Underwood, of 
Alabama, chairman of the ways and 
means committee of the house, deliv- 
ered an address in this city tonight 
at the annual banquet of the State So- 
ciety of the Cincinnati. His subject 
was*"George Washington,” and he said 
in part: 


“Washington did not foresee all the 
perplexing problems with which we 
have to deal today, in our tariff or in 
our great corporations, in our curren- 
cy, in our foreign possessi@ns, or in a 
reconciliation of the rights of labor 
and capital; he-did not foresee the 
vast task we all have, whether native 
or foreign born, of taking the new 
material constantly coming to our 
Sreres and assimilating it into our 
gZrowth and moulding it into a loyal 
and intelligent suppart of our institu- 
tions; he did ‘no&® see the menace of 
destructive socialism nor the extent to 
which; unfortunately, we were to go 
in substituting party interest for po- 
litical principle, though as to this he 
gave us paternal warning. Neverthe- 
less, he did foresee: sufficient of our 
problems to be able to commend to us 
a course, the principles of which, if 
steadily adhered to, should bring us 
safély through all the perils to which 
we may be exposed. 

“While he did not outline .the by- 
laws, 80 to speak, that must, from time 
to time, be framed and adopted for the 
detailed Jlife of this country, he did 
understand, as no one else understood, 
the organic principles upon which 
were to rest the security and the wel- 
fare of our national Nfe. And subject 
always to his urgent advice against 
permanent alliances with foreign pow- 
ers, like a high pricst among men, he 
preached the gospel of tolerance, of 
benevolence, of peace, of reasonable- 
ness and of righteousness towards all 
peoples. 

Underwood Refers to “Nostrums.” 


“Washington's distinguished com- 
mon sense and practical turn of mind 
cerved him well in the administration 
of his high office. Few, if any, mere 
@eneralities or quixotic schemes for 
action were suggested by him; but, on 
the contrary, he seemeg to be master 
of the underlying principles of the 
Business needs of the country as he 
had been of the plans of his cam- 
pealigns. At a time when so many of 
us are disposed to put upon the stat- 
ute books nostrums for relief from 
our industrial and financial and eco- 
nomic evils, it will be well for us to 
call to mind the striking contrast be- 
tween the moderate volume and tem- 
perate character of laws enacted dur- 
ingg his presidency and so much of our 
present day legislation of the experi- 
mental sort, reflecting often merely a 
view of today that is likely to be the 
heresy of tomorrow, and attempting 
to deal with the objectionable tend- 
ency before it is seen that it will not 
be arrested of itself, or before we 
have sufficient understanding of it to 
be in a position to know or apply the 
appropriate remedy. Accordingly the 
recommendations and the legislation 
of Washington's administration were 
not along guess work lines, but the 
elements of soberness, patience and 
wisdom which he so invariably mani- 
fested were typical of the plans he 
fevoreqd and adopted to bring order 
out of financial and industrial chaos, 
promote industry among the people 
and restore their energies by opening 
up new sources of revenue and pros- 
perity, and by assuring men that they 
should gather ang be secure: in the 
ressession of the harvest of their la- 
ber. , 

Stands By the Constitution. 

“There is a great need, too, for us in 
when constitutional restraint 
has become irksome to many, never to 
turn a deaf ear to the stirring appeal 
of Washington to his people—that the 
departments into which our government 
is constitutionally divideg shall be 
kept with determined hand within 
their respective boundaries. Speak- 
ing here not as a party man, btft as a 
citizen of the republic, my observation 
and reflection have shown me how 
treacherously easy is the transition 
from centralization of government— 
which those of the republican party 
set so much store by and which a 
goog many of us democrats are in- 
clined to acquiesce in—to a personali- 
zation of government and then to 
usurpation of government. Washing- 
ton in all his career uttered no greater 
truth than when.he declared that a 
constitutional government, under such 
circumstances, becomes almost, as a 
matter of course, a despotism. . For a 
long time, fortUnately, this was the 
view of the American people, and when 
they have departed from it a long and 
ominous step has been taken, not only 
in the commission of error, but. to- 
ward establishing evil precedent. 


Some Serious Problems. 


“We have, however, problems of a 
serioifs nature confronting us for solu- 
tion, and doubtless they will increase 
as time goes on. We, as people, have 
tolerated the doing of things which 
must be undone or made right and not 
condoned; we have at times set too 
much store by mere material success 
and judged as Df minor consequence 
things which broaden and elevate and 
ennoble a nation: we have made com- 
promise with things of evil import. 
We have at times been unmindful of the 
rights of others as we have hurried on 
to the realization of ambitious plans. 
and in our indifference to the demands 
of good citizenship, we have been 
gullty of or acquiesced in a course of 
conduct that has given rise to sullen 
expressions of an unrest to which we 
can not afford to be unconcerned lis- 
teners, for unchecked unrest is likely 
to breed discontent and discontent in 
its turn disorder. And unless we 
frankly recognize this, we shall have

PROBLEM OF DEMOCRACY 
DISCUSSED BY ALDERMAN 


Philadelphia, February 22.,—Edwin a 
Alderman, president of the University 
of Virginia, was the orator at the 
“University day” celebration today un- 
der the auspices of the University of 
Pennsylvania. His subject was “The 

roblem of Democracy.” 

“I believe,” he said, “it was a belief 
in Washington’s heart that democracy 
is the final and triumphant form of 
human society; that power rests in 
fitness to rule; that you can trust men 
if you will train them; that the sole 
object of power is the public good; afid 
that service to the republic is a glory 
quite sufficient in itself. 

“Have you ever thought how much 
less partisanship there is now than 
there used to be even when we were 
boys? Think of that spectacle in Wasnh- 
ington, of President .Taft and the 
democratic party working together for 
reciprocity ang the peace treaties. 
Think of President Taft appointing 
Edward Douglas White, a confederate 
soldier and a democrat and a Roman 
Catholic—all three—to the chief jus- 
ticeship of the United States. Was 
there ever a greater blow in the face 
of combined partisanship and sectari- 
anism than that? 

“The supremest need of a nation’s 
life in this coming moral struggle is 
the leadership of patriotic nationale 
minded men whose eyes are clear to 
see the whole blessed truth about 
things as they appear, who have cour- 
age for any fight, who will not falter 
before any difficulty, nor swerve back- 
ward, nor be made afraid. Such men 
must have a place in their hearts for 
plain men who bear heavy burdens in 
the shadow of the world, but they 
must so love justice as to be able to 
use it to the rich as well as the poor. 
Are there any sUch super-men? Can 
our democracy breed such political 
gjants? Can our moral metal in this 
later age run into such moulds? I hold 
the simple and ancient faith that such 
men come when occasion needs them. 
Emerson, in his noble last word of 
warning to his countrymen—ex- 
claimed with patriotic fervor: ‘I not only 
see a career at home for more genius 
than we have, but for more than _ there 
is in the world,’”

Juarez officials do not attempt to 
explain the attitude of the state gov- 
ernment in ordering these troops 
away, leaving the country south of 
Juarez and northwest of Chihuahua 
absolutely in rebel control. 

1,400 Men Armed and Mounted. 

Columbus, New Mexico, February 22. 
At least 1,400 men are armed and 
mounted south of here in the Galena 
district,. of which Tasas Grandes is 
the governmental seat, all avowed 
Vasquitas, 

The Vasquitas hold Palomas, oppo- 
site here,*and are importing arms. 
Several thousand rounds of ammuni- 
tion were taken over the line yester- 
day, and a big shipment reached here 
today from El Paso. 

United States troops are aware that 
the last shipment arrived, and may 
detain it, but have no orders to inter- 
fere with anything imported into Mex- 
ico: through a regular customs port, 
such as Palomas.

ATTELL ANGERED CROWD 
BY HIS UNFAIR TACTICS 


Kilbane Made Attell Look Like)

Los Angeles, Cal, February 22.--A, 
new pugilistic champion was made in): 


i the Vernon arena today when Johnny, 


Kilbane, of Clevéland, Ohio, decisively 
outfought, outgamed and outpunched | 
Abe Attell in a twenty-round contest, | 
and at the close was awarded the) 
featherweight title by Referee Charles 
Eyton. 

Nearly 10,000 persons saw the fight. 
Fully 5,000 others were turned away at 
the gates: It was the greatest crowd 
that ever viewed a prize fight in Los 
Angeles. The receipts amounted to ap-| 
proximately $25,000. The men fought; 
for a purse of $10,000, of which Attell 
was to receive $6,500, win, lose or draw, 
and Kilbane $3,500. Besides, they 
agreed to divide evenly 59 per cent 
of the moving picture money. 


Attell Clearly Outfought. 


Attell was clearly outfought. His 
boasted speed and wonderful cleverness 
were not in evidence. Kilbane made 
him look like a novice in nearly évery 
round. Only in one round, the seventh, 
did Attell have a lead, and that was 
not by any means as decisive as that 
of Kilbane in the remaining rounds. 

Attell brought the wrath of the big 
crowd upon his head by foul tactics, 
Time and again he would hold Kil- 
bane’s arms in a clinch, and once in 
the eighth he’ grabbed Kilbane’s left 
arm with both hands and tried to bend 
it back. In the third he “heeled” the 
Cleveland boy while in a clinch, and 
in nearly every succeeding round his 
work called forth hisses from the spec- 
tators. In the sixteenth, after 
rushing into a clinch to avoid Kil- 
bane’s tattoo on his face and body, 
Attell butted the Clevelander with his 
head, opening a great gash over Kil- 
bane’s left eye from which blg@od spurt. 
ed profusely. 

At the beginning of the sixteenth 
round Referee Eyton stopped the fight, 
grabbed a towel and thoroughly wiped 
off Attell’s body. It was seen to be 
covered with some greasy substance. 
Attell protested, but the referee paid 
no attention to him, 

Kilbane’s Work a Revelation. 


Kilbane’s work was a revelation even 
to his friends. Entering the ring with 
the odds 2 to 1 against him, he never 
faltered for an instant. He fought 
fast and showed clever work both with 
his hands and feet. A straight left jab 
to Attell’s nose or sore left eye was 
his favorite blow. He would send this 
in and then, like a flash, cross. with 
his right to the other side of Attell’s 
head and jump back out of harm's 
way. Attell seeméd wild throughout 
the fight, but this was due much to 
Kijbane’s foot work. 

The decision of Referee Eyton was 
received with cheers and Kilbane was 
carried from the building on the shoul- 
ders of his friends.

ADDITIONAL FATALITIES 
IN AFTERMATH OF STORM 


New Orleans, February 22.—A total 
of twenty persons were killed and at 
least ‘three. score injured, many of 
them seflously, in the cyclonic storm 
which swept through a strip of north- 
ern Louisiana and Mississippi Tuesday 
evening. Dozens of small houses were 
blown down and many héad of cattle 
killed. The property damage, accord- 
ing to the incomplete reports. received 
here, will perhaps total a half million 
dollars. The fatalities, except in three 
instances, are confined to negroes. One 
white child was killed at Shreveport.

GOV. WILSON MAKES EPIGRAM 
AT EXPENSE OF ROOSEVELT 
Kansas City, February 22.—"‘My 

hat has been in the ring a long 

time, and my head has been in it,” 
said Governor Woodrow Wilson, of 

New Jersey, here today, when his 

attention was called to Colonel 

Roosevelts statement made last 

night to W. F, Eirick, at Cleve- 

land. 

Governor Wilson laughed heartily 
at his. epigram and was cheered by 
members of the Wilson-for-Presi- 
dent club, who formed his recep- 
tion committee. 

Governor Wilson made a brief 
address to the association of Kan- 
sas grain dealers in session here. 

“Trade,” he said, “is one thing in 
this country that is not standpat. 
Its currents cannot be controlled. 
They, have put a straight jacket 
tariff on it, but it will burst forth 
sooner or later. 

“My idea of a progressive is a 
man who keeps up with the world. 
A standpat is one who stands still 
with eves shut and ears stuffed 
with cotton, and refuses to concede 
that the world is moving on.” 


“BABY MINE” PLEASES 
LARGE CROWD AT GRAND 


Wives do not lie to your husbands.

Democratic leaders were present to- 
day from all over the state, and 
though there were many meetings and 
conferences, no movement for the in- 
dorsement of any candidate for demo- 
cratic nomination for president had 
taken place tonight. Governor Wil- 
son will go to Lawrence, Kansas, ear- 
ly tomorrow morning, where he wil! 
address the students of Kansas uni- 
versity. 

In his speech here, Governor Wilson 
said in part: 

The Cry of the Hour. 


“The cry of the hour seems to be 
that business has grown as formidable 
in its independent organization as to 
have set itself up in rivalry to the gov- 
ernment itself, and that it therefore 
must be regarded that the whole force 
of government must be bent to the re- 
straint of business. I venture to sug- 
gest that what we are really after is 
not the restraint of business, but the 
restraint of individuals who are put- 
ting business upon a false and self- 
ish footing. We don't wish to ham- 
per the great processes of our eco- 
nomic life, but to free them from 
where they have been made wrong use 
of by men who have ignored the com- 
mon interests and sought. to promote 
their own private and selfish purposes 
by means that were neither public- 
spirited nor honorable. The rules that 
we now seek to set up are that the 
men who are making use of our cor- 
poration laws for their own advantage 
‘shall not employ them to establish mo- 
nopoly; that they shall not use them 
to limit credit to those whom they 
draw into their own enterprises: that 
they shall not, if they do wrong, find 
covert and concealment within the cor- 
porations whose power thev employ. 


Get Individuals, Not Corporations. 


“In respect of the restraint of wrong 
we should deal with individuals rather 
than the corporations. It should be 
laid bare of whom business combina- 
tions consist and those of whom they 
consist should be directly and indi- 
vidualiv dealt with whenever a wrong 
is done either to an individual or to 
the freedom of business itself. The 
movement back to the people in the 
field of politics must precede the move- 
ment away from monopoly back to free 
opportunity. Business can be free only 
when the nation is free. America’s 
program of popular government is 
America’s hope for prosperity. Politi- 
cal freedom and commercial freedom 
xo hand in hand. Where there is mo- 
nopoly in the one, there will be tvran- 
ny and special privllege in the other.”

The diners were 
grouped according. to states, Virginia 
having thirty tables, North Carolina 
and Maryland fifteen each, Alabama 
ten, and the other southern states les- 
ser numbers. ’ 

When the diners had finished ap- 
plauding “Dixie” and “My Maryland,” 
as played by the orchestra, Walter 
McCorkle, vice president of the society, 
began introducing the three-minute 
Speakers. 

Augustus Van Wyck, 
dent of the society, extolled South 
Carolina, for ‘one thing, as the only 
Organized government on this conti- 
nent in which divorce is prohibited.
